Motorcycle rider dies in horror 
crash that shut Mil motorway

A MAN has died after a serious crash 
on the Mil near Harlow involving a 
car and a motorbike. 

The fatality happened near junction 
seven on the southbound carriageway 
at around 11.35am on Thursday 
(August 31). 

Essex Police confirmed that the 
motorcyclist, a man in his 50s from 
Nottingham, died at the scene after 
colliding with the car. 

Junction seven on the southbound 
carriageway leading to the M25 was 
completely closed while emergency 
services dealt with the incident. 

Officers from Highways England, 
police and ambulance crews and an 
air ambulance all attended the scene, 
causing 13 miles of the road to be 
affected in total. 

All lanes on road were closed for up 
to five hours, causing heavy delays 
which caused disruptions until later 


on in the evening. 

Drivers were urged to seek altern¬ 
ative routes or follow the diversion 
signs via the A414 and the A10, caus¬ 
ing further congestion throughout 
West Essex and parts of Hertford¬ 
shire. 

Police also instructed the public to 
stay in their cars as drivers who were 
stuck in the standstill traffic were 
thought to be getting out of their 
vehicles. 

Blocked 

Zoe Jacob, who drove past the acci¬ 
dent shortly afterwards, said: “I was 
travelling northbound to exit at Har¬ 
low at about midday and an emer¬ 
gency crew had arrived and blocked 
the southbound carriageway. 

“A helicopter had already landed 
next to the motorway so you knew it 
was bad. 

“There was a grey small 4x4 of some 
type as the first car pullover with 
dents in the drivers’ side door and it’s

passengers standing by it. 

“Only a few other cars were 
scattered about in between the rescue 
vehicles and a motorbike over¬ 
turned.” 

Traffic was u-turned away from the 
closure but delays were still heavy up 
until after 6pm. 

Following the crash, police released 
appeals to find two lorries in con¬ 
nection with the incident. 

The first lorry was described as 


black with a tomato on the side. 

Inspector Danny Parsons said: “We 
urgently need to trace a lorry in con¬ 
nection with this incident which was 
travelling southbound at the time. 

“The lorry had a black trailer with 
an image of fruit on it, possibly a 
tomato. 

Footage 

“If this is your lorry, you recognise 
it, or if you have any dashcam footage 
of the incident please contact us.” 

Police then released the image of a 
second lorry. 

Officers wish to speak to the 
vehicle’s driver as they feel he may 
have been a witness to the collision. 

Anyone who knows who the driver 
is or anyone with any dash cam foot¬ 
age of the collision or the moments 
leading up to it should contact the

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Jury finds 19-year-old did try to murder victim during attack with claw hammer 


Teenager 
is guilty of 
attempt to 
kill a man

A BISHOP’S Stortford teenager 
has been found guilty of attempt¬ 
ing to murder a man in a Harlow 
claw hammer attack. 

Yesterday (Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 6) a jury found Osa Akpata, 19, 
of Northgate End, Stortford, 
guilty of trying to kill a man in 
The Downs, Harlow in January. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
the victim suffered stab wounds 
after being attacked with a claw 
hammer. 

Akpata was found not guilty of 
one count of possessing an offens¬ 
ive weapon and one count of 
wounding with intent. 

The jury returned a unanimous 


decision and Akpata is set to 
be sentenced on Friday, October 
27. 

On January 26 police received 
calls that the victim was being 
chased down The Downs around 
1.30pm. 

Harlow PC Matt Hughes told 
the court on Thursday (August 
31): “At around 6.30pm on Feb¬ 
ruary 4,1 was on duty at Harlow 
Police Station. 

Received 

“I received an email from DC 
Canning from Harlow CID, which 
contained a PowerPoint present¬ 
ation that showed stills of sus¬ 
pects he was seeking to 
investigate.” 

Although PC Hughes had not

seen Akpata for around one year 
prior to the photos being sent to 
him, he instantly recognised 
him. 

He added: “I immediately 
recognised the suspect as Akpata 
due to his mono-brow and hair¬ 
line.” 

The court then heard from 


Clive Evans, an independent 
forensic imagery analyst. 

Analyse 

Mr Evans was asked to analyse 
a set of moving images to determ¬ 
ine the similarities between 
Akpata’s custody photo and men 
in two sets of CCTV 


Footage from the Co-Operative 
shop, on Manor Hatch, Harlow, 
and a property in The Downs were 
analysed. 

He concluded that there was 
“strong support” to suggest the 
man in the Co-Op footage known 
as Man B had significant sim¬ 
ilarities to Akpata. 


The property’s footage showed 
“support” to suggest that the fig¬ 
ure known as Man Y had sim¬ 
ilarities with Man B. 

He said: “I find no significant 
differences that would permit the 
elimination of Man B as Man Y.” 

Akpata pleaded not guilty at a 
hearing in March.

Police investigation led to conviction of 20-year-old

A HARLOW drug dealer has been 
jailed after police seized a 
knife and 24 wraps of heroin from 
him. 

Bradley Boateng, 20, of Fair- 
view Close, Walthamstow, will 
serve six years behind bars after 
being arrested in The Briars, Har¬ 
low, on May 25. 

After a call, officers from Oper¬ 
ation Raptor division spotted 
Boateng leaving a house and 
found the five-inch knife. 

They then carried out a 
search of the house Boateng 
had come from, where they found 
£430 in cash, 24 wraps of the 
Class A drug heroin and 
various items of drug 
paraphernalia including scales 
and a grinder. 

A search of his north 
London address uncovered £300 
in cash, six bags of cannabis and 
letters making references to 
gangs.

Teenager jailed after 
42 wraps of class A 
drugs found in pants 


A NARCOTICS dealer who police 
found with 42 wraps of class A 
drugs in his pants, has been 
jailed for three years. 

Specialist police arrested 19- 
year-old Jeff Pindi-Camera, of 
Blackshaw Road, London, after 
searching a house in The 
Dashes, Harlow, on Sunday, June 
25. 

Essex Police Operation Raptor 
officers found Pindi-Camera 
asleep on a sofa. 

They searched him and found 
the large amount of narcotics in 


his boxer shorts. He was also 
found with cannabis and cash. 

Pindi-Camara was charged 
with two counts of possessing a 
class A drug with intent to 
supply and possessing a class B 
drug. 

Forfeiture 

He admitted both charges at 
Chelmsford Crown Court and 
has been jailed for three years. 

The court also ordered the 
forfeiture of his cash and 
destruction of the drugs.

Partnership 

Boateng was charged and 
pleaded guilty to possessing a 
Class B drug, possessing a knife in 
a public place, possession of a 
class A drug with intent to supply 
and breaching a criminal beha¬ 
viour order. 

He was given a total of six years 
in prison and the court ordered 
the forfeiture of the cash, knife 
and drugs. 

Sergeant James Paget, of the 
Operation Raptor team, said: 
“This case demonstrates partner¬ 
ship working at its best. 

“Our colleagues from the 
Harlow Council Community 
Safety Team were rightly 
suspicious of Boateng and told us 
straight-away enabling us 
to search him, arrest him and 


seize a sizeable knife and class A 
drugs. 

Removing 

“We have now succeeded in 
removing a drug dealer, class A 
and class B drugs and a dangerous 


weapon from the streets of 
Essex. 

“Whether it is our partners or 
members of the community, we 
will act on tip-offs about gang and 
drug-related crime in the com¬ 
munity.”

Therapist’s 
warning as 
ticks bites 
reported 

HARLOW Rugby Club has 
warned members of ticks 
spreading Lyme disease after 
two people were bitten at their 
Latton Farm ground. 

Steve Smith, sports therapist 
for the team, has posted a 
message on the club’s website 
asking players and fans to 
beware of a target-shaped rash 
on skin which could signify an 
infection. 

He wrote: “There have been 
two instances of people being 
bitten by ticks whilst at the new 
ground and there is a need to be 
aware of its association with 
Lyme disease. 

Blood 

“Ticks are tiny spider-like 
creatures found in woodland and 
heath areas. They feed on the 
blood of birds and mammals, 
including humans.” 

Lyme disease can cause joint 
swelling, nervous system 
problems, heart problems and 
membrane inflammation if left 
untreated. 

Many people develop a 
circular rash which looks like a 
target shape. This could expand 
over several days or weeks. 

But the message did not state 
if the two people bitten by ticks 
had developed Lyme disease. 

Fences are still erected around 
fields off Third Avenue, Harlow, 
due to fears of ticks spreading 
babesiosis, a deadly disease 
which can be fatal for dogs.

Labour-led council accused by Tory of letting down the town

HARLOW is looking “tired and 
scruffy,” with overgrown verges, 
according to an opposition coun¬ 
cillor. 

Conservative Nick Churchill 
attacked the “Corbynite” 
Labour-led Harlow Council in 
his strongly worded blog for 
“ignoring residents” and “let¬ 
ting down” the town. 

The Sumners and Kingsmoor 


councillor said: “Harlow is look¬ 
ing tired and scruffy and has 
done for a couple of years now 
and there is only one reason for 
that. 

“The Labour administration 
has ignored its residents, it has 
ignored its own pledge of ensur¬ 
ing a clean and green environ¬ 
ment but most of all they have let 
down Harlow. 

“The biggest complaint on the 
doorstep and for that matter on 
social media is the state of the 


town, grass not cut, hedges over¬ 
grown and unkempt, shrub 
areas full of litter, the list goes 
on.” 

Mr Churchill also said Harlow 
does not compare favourably 
with other towns such as Basil¬ 
don and Stevenage. 

‘Extreme’ 

He continued: “The problem 
we have in Harlow is that the 
ruling Labour group has lost 
control, the majority of the mem¬ 


bers are now either union 
backed or extreme left wing 
(Corbynite). Last time I looked 
the unions and Corbyn’s buddies 
were not in the majority in Har¬ 
low. 

“It’s time for the people of 
Harlow to send a message to 
Labour that enough is enough.” 

Harlow Council’s website 
explains the grass and landscap¬ 
ing policy in the town. 

This states council contractor 
HTS begins cutting near hous¬ 


ing in March, but this can be 
delayed if the ground is wet. 
Grass in housing areas is then 
cut every 17 days. 

But away from housing, grass 
can be allowed to grow much 
longer. 

Natural 

A spokesman from the council 
said: “The aim in these areas is 
to allow grasses and plants a 
greater opportunity to grow and 
flower, giving a more natural 


appearance and more variety 
than close-mown grass. 

“This costs less and will sup¬ 
port more plants and insects, 
which will then support wildlife 
like insect-feeding birds. 

“Strips alongside roads may 
need to be cut shorter to 
maintain sight-lines for traffic, 
and in some cases grass cutting 
is deliberately delayed to allow 
plants of particular wildlife 
interest to finish their growing 
cycle.”

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Pony found abandoned could 
die from bad hoof condition 

‘Sweet-naturecT mare is rescued and rehomed, but her outlook is very uncertain

A PONY was found abandoned 
with a potentially fatal hoof con¬ 
dition at the former Passmores 
School site in Tendring Road, 
Harlow. 

Roydon-based Redwings Horse 
Sanctuary rescued and rehomed 
the suffering piebald cob mare 
after a call from the public last 
week in this latest equine 
incident. 

Raggy, as the four-year-old has 
been named, was found with 
severe laminitis, which is a rare 
and potentially fatal condition 
affecting hooves. 

Severity 

Jo Franklin, Redwings’ senior 
welfare officer, said: “Sadly, it is 
highly likely the mare was aban¬ 
doned due to the severity of her 
condition. She was in such pain 
that she was rooted to the spot, 
unable to move. 

“At this stage the cause of her 
laminitis is unclear. 

“The condition is usually asso¬ 
ciated with obesity or hoof issues, 
but Raggy is actually very under¬ 
weight and she doesn’t appear to 
be suffering from any hoof 



abnormalities. Upsettingly, as 
well as being severely laminitic, 
Raggy also had an udder full of 
milk so I can only assume she had 


recently lost a foal or had her foal 
recently removed from her.” 

This is the latest episode in 
what has been dubbed an equine 


crisis in Harlow, with a petition to 
stop ill treatment of horses gath¬ 
ering nearly 7,000 signatures. 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon and 


Harlow Council both commented 
on the situation of horse tethering 
on common land following the 
shocking image of a dead 


horse at Pinnacles circulating 
online. 

An abandonment notice has 
been issued for Raggy and she 
is currently receiving treatment 
at House and Jackson’s Horse 
Clinic, with investigations as to 
the cause of her laminitis 
ongoing. 

Redwings is appealing for 
information about how Raggy 
ended up in her state. 

Concerned 

Samantha Garvey, chief 
inspector at Redwings, said: 
“We’re very concerned about poor 
Raggy and we have pledged to do 
everything we can to help her by 
funding her veterinary treatment 
and offering her a home should no 
owner come forward. 

“Sadly the outlook for this 
sweet-natured mare is currently 
very uncertain, so we are urging 
anyone with information to con¬ 
tact our welfare team or the 
RSPCA.”

Education 
crisis is 
looming 
over pupil 
places

ESSEX County Council needs to 
accommodate almost 14,000 extra 
school places over the next nine 
years as the Local Government 
Association warns of an impend¬ 
ing crisis. 

New analysis of Department for 
Education figures and local pupil 
forecasts by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association warns that 
more than 125,000 children across 
England face missing out on a 
secondary school place by 2022/ 
23. 

It means that Essex County 
Council will likely have to spend 
millions of pounds to create extra 
places to meet the demand. 

Councillor Ray Gooding, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education, said: “We have a 
fantastic track record of invest¬ 
ment in new school places in 
Essex and spent about £74 million 
creating more than 2,500 places 
for the new academic year. 

“As a result, we were able to 
offer a record percentage of pupils 
a place at their parents’ preferred 
primary and secondary schools. 

“Essex is continuing to grow 
and we work closely with our 
partners, including schools, dis¬ 


trict and borough councils and 
housing providers, to assess 
future demand for school places 
and determine where they should 
be created. 

“Over the next few years we 
also expect the pressure to shift 
from primary to secondary 
schools and our current projec¬ 
tions show 13,620 new secondary 
school places will be needed 
across Essex over the next dec¬ 
ade. 

Committed 

“We have already committed 
to spending about £230 million 
on creating new school places 
over the next three years and 
remain committed to ensuring 
there are enough places to meet 
demand.” 

Almost half (49 per cent) of 
councils across the country are at 
risk of being unable to meet rising 
demand for secondary school 
places within the next five years, 
local government leaders have 
warned. 

The LGA said councils urgently 
need to be given powers to force 
academies and free schools to 
expand if additional places are 
needed in a local area and vol¬ 
untary agreement cannot be 
reached. 

With nearly two thirds of sec¬

ondary schools now academies, 
this is the only way to make sure 
councils can fulfill their statutory 
duty to ensure every child has a 
school place. 

It adds that councils also need 
to be given back powers to build 
new schools in areas where they 
are needed if it is logistically 
impossible for local academies or 
free schools to provide the places 
needed. 

Currently, although councils 
have a duty to make sure there are 
enough places in an area, all final 


decisions about new schools have 
to be made in Whitehall. 

The LGA, which represents 
more than 370 councils in Eng¬ 
land and Wales, has repeatedly 
warned of the looming crisis in 
secondary schools places. 

Squeeze 

Councillor Richard Watts, 
chair of the LGA’s Children and 
Young People Board, said: “As the 
LGA has previously warned, the 
school places squeeze is now 
about to hit secondary schools. 


“More and more families will 
face growing uncertainty when 
trying to secure their child’s sec¬ 
ondary school without action. 

“Councils have worked hard to 
help create almost 600,000 addi¬ 
tional primary places since 2010. 
This is no small feat. 

“However, as those children 
move on to secondary schools, the 
majority of which are now 
academies, securing new second¬ 
ary places in the areas where they 
are needed is becoming increas¬ 
ingly difficult. 


“Councils are working with 
one hand behind their backs to 
help as many pupils as possible 
receive a place at their first choice 
school. 

Force 

“If we are to avoid this looming 
secondary school places crisis, 
councils need to be able to force 
existing academy schools to 
expand if voluntary agreement is 
impossible and must be given 
back powers to open new main¬ 
tained schools themselves.”

A CRACKDOWN on the down¬ 
loading of child sex abuse images 
has seen Essex Police arrest 43 
people since November last year. 

A dedicated team of specialist 
officers, using an intelligence-led 
approach, have targeted those 
involved in downloading, taking 
and distributing indecent images 
of children. 

The team, working closely with 
Essex Police’s specialist Police 
Online Investigation Team 
(POLIT) and Child Abuse Invest¬ 
igation Teams (CAIT), has 
executed 44 warrants and arres¬ 
ted 43 people so far. 

Other offences, such as voyeur¬ 
ism, possession of controlled sub¬ 


nothing is more important 
than protecting our children, and 
every child in every indecent 
image has been abused and 
exploited.” 

Det Sgt Ashley Howard, who 
has led the team of extra officers, 
added: “The offenders we have 
brought to justice so far have seen 
their lives changed forever. 

“They have been placed on the 


Sex Offenders Register for several 
years, affecting their future abil¬ 
ity to gain employment. 

Ordered 

“They have been made the sub¬ 
ject of Sexual Harm Prevention 
Orders (SHPO) and ordered to 
carry out unpaid work and rehab¬ 
ilitation programmes. 

“Our knock on the door of sus¬ 


pected offenders has also changed 
their family lives beyond recog¬ 
nition. 

“Our message has and always 
will be clear, do not download or 
view indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. 

“It is a crime and we will con¬ 
tinue to target those who par¬ 
ticipate in the abuse of children 
by viewing this imagery.” 


stances and possession of 
ammunition have also been dis¬ 
covered. 

Essex Police say that as a result 
46 children have been safe¬ 
guarded and the crackdown on 
child abuse will continue for a 
further six months until March 
2018.

Det Chief Insp Jon Burgess, of 
Essex Police’s Crime and Public 
Protection Command, said: “I am 
delighted that this crackdown 
will continue for another six 
months. 

“It’s important to remember 
that this team of specialist 
officers are an additional 
resource, working in support of 
our existing POLIT and CAIT 


teams, to bring even more offend¬ 
ers of this heinous crime to 
justice. 

“The continuation of this crack¬ 
down demonstrates our force’s 
continued and tireless commit¬ 
ment to identify those involved in 
the viewing, making and distri¬ 
bution of indecent images of chil¬ 
dren so that we can bring them to 
justice.

BRITISH comedy doesn't always travel 
successfully to the big screen. What's funny in 
half-hour, character-driven segments on the 
small screen often suffers when stretched to 
feature-length, plot-driven scripts. 

Mindhorn, of course, was never a TV show 
but it is based on a fictional 1980s crime 
drama very much in the mould of Bergerac and 
Midsomer Murders and draws on the comedy 
heritage of The Mighty Boosh and Alan 
Partridge - which you'd expect given the 
involvement of Julian Barratt and Steve 
Coogan in this film. The good news is its lo-fi 
blend of daft humour, retro styling and good 
old British eccentricity works a treat on the big 
screen. 

Barratt is Richard Thorncroft, a pompous, 
self-regarding actor who's well past his sell-by 
date. Living in a flat in Walthamstow, he sucks 
in his paunch and dons a wig to cover his 
baldness for increasingly pathetic acting jobs 
that his exasperated agent (Harriet Walter) 
gets for him. His big acting hit was playing 
Mindhorn, a mustachioed detective with an eye 
patch but that was back in the 1980s and his 
career has nosedived since. Yet Thorncroft 
deludes himself that he's an actor of great 
talent that just isn't recognised. 

Thorncroft's chance of redemption comes 
from an unlikely source - an elusive serial killer 
on the Isle of Man is obsessed with Mindhorn 
and demands to talk to him. The local police 
force ask Thorncroft to get back into character 
to help them so he digs out his old 80s clobber 
and revisits old friends and old haunts hoping 
that the exposure will revive his career. 

Barratt is in great comedic form as 
Thorncroft/Mindhorn channelling the spirit of 
his Mighty Boosh character Howard Moon for 
another loser with a superiority complex; 
convinced of his own genius while nobody else 
is. 

Barratt gives Thorncroft a manic intensity, an 
unshakeable faith in his own thin talent despite 
all the blunders and pratfalls he makes. It's 
hilarious but painful too. There's certainly 
plenty of Howard Moon in there but also Alan 
Partridge at his most desperate too. 

There's an impressive supportive cast too 
with Essie Davies, Simon Farnaby and Russell 
Tovey showing their comic smarts and Kenneth 
Branagh, Simon Callow and Steve Coogan 
weighing in with some nicely judged cameos. 

Constantly funny and freguently hilarious, 
Mindhorn is packed with visual gags, daftness 
and large helpings of pathos. It's a celebration 
of a classic British loser who somehow, despite 
himself, manages to redeem himself because 
underneath all the bluff and bluster he's a nice 
chap who's rather inept. If you like The Mighty 
Boosh and Alan Partridge, you'll love this. 



Cold-blooded murder 


WIND RIVER (15)

T aylor Sheridan is hot 
property. As an actor 
you may have seen 
him in Hells Angels 
show Sons Of Anarchy 
as Deputy David Hale but it's 
his film output, as writer and 
now director, that's getting 
him buckets of praise and 
plaudits. 

He wrote Sicario and Hell Or 
High Water, two of the best 
American films of recent years, 
unflinching studies of the state 
of the nation; one examining 
the gruesome effects of the 
War On Drugs on the 
US-Mexico border and the 
other a tragic tale of two 
desperate west Texan brothers 
who resort to robbing banks in 
the wake of the 2008 financial 
crisis. 

The third part of Sheridan's 
'Frontier Trilogy' (thematically 
if not narratively linked) is 
Wind River, a brooding murder 
mystery that he's directed as 
well as written, set on a Native 
American reservation in 
Wyoming. 

After he discovers the frozen 
body of a young woman in the 
snow in a remote spot, wildlife 
officer and expert tracker Cory 
Lambert (Jeremy Renner) 


helps out when rookie FBI 
agent Jane Banner (Elizabeth 
Olsen) takes over the 
investigation from local law 
enforcement. She's a fish out 
of water having arrived from 
Las Vegas ill-equipped to cope 
with sub-zero temperatures 
and she also struggles to 
understand the low-key, 
taciturn approach of the local 
sheriff, Ben (Graham Greene). 

Economic deprivation and 
isolation make the Wind River 
Reservation an insular, bitter 
place and the investigation has 
to negotiate local sensitivities 
and politics in its unravelling 
of what's happened, 
uncovering some hard truths 
along the way. The brutal, 


bloody denouement is a 
shocking indictment of male 
attitudes and behaviour. 

Sheridan's film is an 
absorbing, character-led piece 
that takes its time to unwind. 
There's not enough action 
perhaps for it to be called a 
thriller but under its 
police-procedural trappings is 
a powerful examination of the 
desperate plight of America's 
native people and a damning 
look at the mindset of some 
white Americans. It's 
slow-moving, tense as hell and 
a permanent sense of dread 
pervades each step of the 
investigation. 

Renner's Lambert is a study 
in grief (he's also lost a 


daughter) and 
self-containment, his tightly 
controlled world disrupted by 
the arrival of Olsen's Banner 
and her forthright approach. 
Both actors, last seen together 
as Marvel Avengers Hawkeye 
and Scarlet Witch, impress but 
what stayed with me most was 
Gil Birmingham's devastating 
portrayal of the bereaved 
father of the victim, mourning 
his daughter and, more 
broadly, the sense of his own 
identity and history. His 
friendship with Lambert is 
challenged by the investigation 
but the moment these two 
quiet, wounded men share at 
the end of the film is tender 
and incredibly moving. 

Wind River is a fitting finale 
to Sheridan's brilliant trilogy, 
an involving but 
unsentimental look at the 
harsh conditions that people 
on the margins of modern 
America have to cope with and 
the systematic prejudice they 
have to deal with. Like Sicario 
and Hell Or High Water, it has 
the feel of a Western. Sheridan 
directs with restraint, subtlety 
and assurance to create a 
haunting tale augmented by a 
soundtrack from Nick Cave 
and Warren Ellis that's as 
beautiful, ominous and 
atmospheric as the landscape 
the film is set in.

Five is the magic 
number for Jamie 



I HAD been forewarned that 
Jamie Oliver is as hyperactive 
in person as on screen, which 
turns out to be no exaggera¬ 
tion. 

Ask one question and Jamie is 
off, easy charm in full flow, at a 
million miles an hour. The 
celebrity chef, restaurateur and 
household foodie favourite, is set 
to continue his culinary domina¬ 
tion with a new cookbook, 5 
Ingredients - Quick & Easy Food. 
Not content with reducing our 
cooking times to a mere 15 
minutes in previous tomes, he's 
now trimming our shopping lists 
with dishes that require just five 
ingredients (give or take some 
additional seasoning). 

"Some books just want to be 
written,” Jamie enthuses. He 
originally wrote the recipes with 
four ingredients in mind, but 
added an extra when he realised 
something was missing. 

"I wrote 70% of that book but 
then realised it was just 'good' 
and I don't think people want to 
buy a 'good' Jamie Oliver book,” 
he explains. "So the extra 
ingredient is that balance 
between creativity and getting 
straight to the point." 

With fewer ingredients, Jamie 
is hoping to make people more 
aware of what's going into their 
food - something he's keen to do 
himself. He embarked on a 
nutrition course three years ago 
and is now studying for his 
masters. 

With the rise in health and 
wellness fads, Jamie wanted to 
be able to debunk much of the 
misinformation being circulated. 
He says: "You've got people who 
are taking 200g of butter out of a 
brownie and putting 200g of 
coconut oil in and saying it's 
healthier. It's just not true. I knew 


I had to go to school.” 

And he's absolutely loving it. 
"It's literally one of the coolest 
things I've ever done,” he 
exclaims. 

Discussion of education and 
learning about food inevitably 
leads Jamie to what he calls his 
'life's passion': child health. "My 
personal goal - what gets me up 
in the morning - is to help halve 
childhood obesity in 10 years,” 
he says. 

With nearly a third of children 
aged 2-15 overweight or obese, 
he is justifiably concerned about 


this issue, especially given its 
links to middle-aged mortality, 
mental health and an increase in 
type 2 diabetes. 

For Jamie, tackling this is not 
going to be easy given his 
relationship with the present 
government. He worked closely 
with the previous four prime 
ministers on child health but 
things haven't gone so smoothly 
with Theresa May. 

"We exchanged a few letters 
and I'll keep writing them but 
there's not much coming back 
really," he says. 


He is particu¬ 
larly angry about 
the changes the 
Prime Minister 
made to the 
anti-obesity 
strategy 
formulated 
under David 
Cameron. May's 
version failed 
to include 
restrictions on 
advertising and 
promotional 
deals on junk 
food, two actions that would 
have a huge impact on child¬ 
hood obesity, he says. 

"What that lot get up to baffles 
me. It baffles me economically 
and it baffles me morally." He 
believes we can halve childhood 
obesity in 10 years but only if we 
tackle education and advertising, 
and generally make it easier for 
people to be healthy. 

He firmly believes children 
need to be better educated about 
food to be able to make healthier 
choices. "You don't die young 
because you didn't do your 
geography homework." 

Don't expect Jamie to stop 
talking about childhood obesity 
anytime soon. He says: "It 
doesn't matter where I could be, 
if I was in front of the Queen and 
she asked me about it, I'd just go 
off on one.”

Rioja Rosado 2016 
Marques de Caceres (£8.99 
or £7.99 in a buy six deal at 
Majestic, 13.5% abv) is a 
blend of tempranillo and 
garnacha and is spot-on for 
an autumn barbecue. It 
isn't backward in coming 
forward, displaying ripe 
strawberries and rose hips, 
with just a hint of spice. Its 
sister white wine Rioja 
Blanco 2016 Marques de 
Caceres (same prices in

Majestic, 12.5% abv, right) is 
100% viura and is prettily fresh 
and fruity, with no oak involved 
in its creation. It has notes of 
lemon and lime, a good acidity 
and is ideal for a midweek 
relax. 

Beronia Rioja Viura 2016 

(RRP £9, Ocado or thedrink- 
shop.com, 12% abv) has a 
little more to say for itself. 
Yes, this wine displays classic 
notes of citrus, but flirting 
alongside are peach and 
mango. I was a lazy cook the 
night I sipped this, so I tossed 


crayfish tails in a salad with a 
squeeze of lemon and a shake of 
pepper and the seafood-friendly 
wine was happy. 

Verdejo wines have a bright 
style similar to sauvignon blanc. 
Verdejo, El Tesoro 2016 (£6.95, 
winetrust100.co.uk, 12.5% abv) 
has a peep of ripe apples 
hiding behind the more 
pronounced lemon and lime 
aromas and to taste those 
citrus flavours roll excitedly 
in good acidity, and there's an 
edge of spice and a touch of 
creaminess. 

Ramon Bilbao, Rueda 
Sauvignon Blanc 2016 
(£10.95, greatwesternwine. 
co.uk, 12.5% abv) is a new 
addition to Ramon Bilbao's 
portfolio and mmmm - this wine is 
tropical. There's moreish aromas 


of lychees, passion fruit and hints 
of orange zest and those same 
fruits are sprightly in the 
mouth, fresh and balanced 
with the acidity. I love it. 

Also in my glass ... my final 
Spanish white leads me nicely 
into Organic September. 
Frontos Blanco Seco 
Ecoloqico 2014 (£14.50, 
12.5% abv, left) hails from 
Tenerife and is sold by 
meadowdalewines.com, a 
new online merchant 
specialising in organic, 
low-sulphite and biody¬ 
namic wines. The grape is 
listan bianco which is the 
same as palamino, the base 
for sherry. Frontos has 
subtle notes of apple, 
grapes, honeysuckle and a hint of 
tropical fruit. The aromas are

echoed in the mouth. 

I've poured my second wine 
from Meadowvale Silvano 
Follador Valdobbiadene Prosecco 
Superiore DOCG Brut Nature 
2016 (£19.50,11.5% abv) while 
tidying up my words above. It has 
popped with giddiness into the 
glass and a few minutes later is 
still giddy. It is a classy prosecco, 
and unlike many of its cousins 
pouring over to the UK, the wine 
has been allowed to sit on its lees 
before undergoing the secondary 
fermentation. 

This adds a complex, slightly 
creamy character to this upright, 
linear, elegant prosecco which has 
apple and pear aromas. It isn't one 
to rush.

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H E'S been the voice

His acting roles have 
made Sir David Jason one of 
Britain's favourite comic 
actors and he swears he has 
no intention of stepping 
away from the small screen, recently 
saying "acting has been my life'! 

The TV favourite turned 77 earlier 
this year and said: "People ask me if I 
am thinking of retiring. It doesn't 
occur to me. Different day, different 
challenge, different way. Lovely 
jubbly.'' 

He added: "To make people laugh, 
to entertain, create a wide range of 
emotions. It has always been a 
tremendous thrill for me and it still 
is." 

The Londoner, born David White, 
worked as a self-employed 
electrician before discovering he had 
a talent for comedy. He initially 
worked in theatre before moving to 
television. 

He had to change his name 
because there was already an actor 
called David White and he chose the 
name Jason because Jason And The 
Argonauts was his favourite book at 
school. 

He had a successful stage career 
beginning with a season in repertory 
which led to him playing No-Good 
Boyo in Under Milk Wood, Bob Acres 
in The Rivals at Sadler's Wells and 
taking over from Michael Crawford in 
No Sex Please ... We're British at the 
Strand Theatre. 

David first appeared on TV on 
Boxing Day 1965 in BBC pantomime 
Mother Goose playing King Goose. 

His big break, however, came in 
1967 with children's comedy show 
Do Not Adjust Your Set, which saw 
him starring alongside members of 
the Monty Python team Terry Jones, 
Eric Idle and Michael Palin. 

He went on to appear in A Sharp 
Intake Of Breath in the late 1970s. 

David's first appearance with 
future comedy partner Ronnie Barker 
came in 1970's Hark At Barker 
where he played a 100-year-old 
gardener. 

He went on to work with Ronnie in 
BBC sitcom Open All Hours and also 
became a fellow inmate in Porridge, 
playing an old man called Blanco. 

David recently said: "Working with 
Ronnie was always a joy and they 
were, without doubt, some of the 
best years of my career."

Sir David Jason has been putting a smile on the faces of TV viewers 
for 50 years. MARION McMULLEN looks back on a life of laughter 
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Just as his role of lovable rural 
rogue Pa Larkin in ITV drama The 
Darling Buds Of May introduced 
words such as "perfick” in the 1990s, 
David's "Del Boy” Trotter educated 
TV audiences to the shady ways of 
the Peckham entrepreneur in hit 
comedy series Only Fools And 
Horses and expressions like "lovely 
jubbly" and "plonker." 

In fact, one of the quips 
from the show was voted 
one of the greatest comedy 
put-downs in British TV 
history earlier this year when 
Del declared: "Dear old 
Grandad, bless him. He was 
about as useful as a pair of 
sunglasses on a bloke with 
one ear." 

David has also 
enjoyed success 
and awards for 
roles like college 
porter Skullion in 
Channel 4's drama 
Porterhouse Blue, 
staunch northerner 
in ITV's A Bit Of A Do, 
Micawber, a Liverpool 
docker in The Bullion Boys 
and, of course, DI Frost in 
ITV's police drama A 
Touch Of Frost, which 
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David as the title character 
in ITV's A Touch Of Frost 
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saw him appearing with his brother 
Arthur White, who played PC Ernie 
Trigg. David lost nearly two stone to 
play Frost by cutting out beer, fats 
and sugar. 

Knighted in 2005, David has always 
treasured his privacy and shunned 
personal publicity despite his 
television success. He once said: 
"When audiences finally get tired of 
me I shall just walk away from it all... 
just like Ronnie Barker did." 

He has now come full circle 


starring in the new BBC series of Still 
Open All Hours, but knows the 
shadow of Del Boy will also be with 
him. 

David once said one of his 
favourite moments was the famous 
scene in which Del, trying to look 
suave and sophisticated fell through 
the open pub bar. 

"Someone asked me whether we'd 
rehearsed that or whether it was an 
accident. I took it as a back-handed 
compliment.”

ercedes-Benz has 
made great strides in 
the design stakes in 
recent years - and 
the C-Class Coupe is 
a perfect example. Taking cues 
from its similarly handsome 
S-Class counterpart, this more 
compact car boasts a typical 
long, low, road-hugging profile, 
with a raking roofline dropping 
towards a powerful looking rear. 

A striking, muscular front end 
features the diamond grille and 
long bonnet of the S-Class while 
a high, taut beltline reduces the 
height of the side windows, the 
profile of which is highlighted by 
polished aluminium trim. 

Frameless doors and sharp 
character lines along the flanks 
complete a clean and modern 
look which, for my money, makes 
this the most attractive compact 
coupe around at the moment. 

Fearsomely powerful 
Mercedes-AMG versions are 
available for adrenaline junkies 
with deep pockets but most will 
be going for the standard 2.0 litre 
petrol or 2.1 litre diesel models, 


with manual and automatic and 
rear or four-wheel drive options 
available. 

The AMG Line car, as the 
name suggests, offers some of the 
aggressive styling touches of the 
flagship flyers, if not the 
edge-of-your-seat thrills. 

That said, in rear-wheel drive 
trim with the 204ps version of 
the twin-turbocharged diesel 
power pack under the bonnet, 
mated to a super smooth and 
versatile nine-speed 


transmission, it’s certainly no 
slouch. 

The 0-62mph sprint comes up 
in a very brisk 6.7 seconds on the 
way to a top speed of 153mph - 
which should be more than 
enough pace for anyone. 

Five driving modes can be 
selected at the push of a button 
to optimise the car’s set-up for 
sportiness, comfort or economy 
as well as an ‘individual’ option 
which allows the driver to 
customise the settings to their 


own personal preferences. 

Whichever setting you choose, 
though, handling is sharp and 
nimble, with direct, 
well-weighted steering and 
impressive levels of grip 
inspiring confidence and making 
the C-Class Coupe an enjoyable 
and engaging car to drive. 

It’s also refined and composed, 
ironing out all but the worst 
vagaries of UK roads, especially 
with the optional £895 Airmatic 


dynamic handling package my 
car featured. 

This clever system 
incorporates a self-levelling 
suspension that can be raised by 
25mm to increase ground 
clearance and automatically 
lowers by up to 15mm at high 
speeds to help reduce drag and 
improve stability. 

Interior highlights of the AMG 
Line include sporty exclusive 
touches such as upholstery in 
Artico man-made leather, a 
multifunction sports steering 
wheel with flat bottom and AMG 
sports pedals. 

Open-pore black ash wood trim 
combined with aluminium in the 
dashboard and the doors 
emphasise the premium feel of 
what is a genuinely classy 
four-seater cabin, which has 
plenty of room for those in the 
front to get comfortable. 

It’s a slightly different story in 
the back, though, where, despite 
the luxurious surroundings, 
head and legroom has been 
compromised in favour of that 
sleek design, meaning adults will 
feel cramped on all but the 
shortest trips. 


Practicality is not the prime 
consideration when buying a 
sports coupe though and at least 
the boot, at 400 litres, offers good 
usable space, with the 40/20/40 
split rear seats adding 
load-carrying versatility. 

A comprehensive package of 
high-end, high-tech equipment 
includes a satnav and 
infotainment system with 
seven-inch display screen, 
dual-zone climate control, 
electronically adjustable front 
sports seats, reversing camera, 
collision prevention assist, park 
assist and ambient lighting. 

As ever with the prestige 
German brands though, there’s a 
long list of options that can 
drastically bump up the price. 
My car, for instance, featured 
almost £10,000 worth of upgrades 
and add-ons including a £350 air 
balance package - which, as far 
as I can gather, is a glorified air 
freshener. 

Of course, such extras, are not 
essential and with or without 
them, the C-Class Coupe is a 
great looking, luxury car that’s 
good to drive.

HARLOW Town set up a clash 
with Lowestoft Town in the next 
round of the FA Cup after finally 
seeing off Thurrock 2-1 at the 
Arena on Tuesday night. 

The hosts fell behind to a 
Lewwis Spence goal, before turn¬ 
ing the match around thanks to 
strikes from Reece Dobson and 
Nigel Neita. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman 
said: “We did well and thoroughly 
deserved the win, particularly 
over the two games but even more 
so based on Tuesday night. 

“We gave away a sloppy goal at 
the start - but I felt we were 
always in control and we are more 
than happy to get through. 

“The club has got a bit of money 
out of it and we can now look to 
progress against Lowestoft on the 
16th. 

“We played them just a few 
weeks ago in the league and won 
2-0. I don’t think that result will 
make any difference - it’s a one off 
game in the cup and a completely 
different type of game.” 

Harlow had gone ahead on Sat¬ 
urday when Tommie Fagg shot 
into the bottom corner, but in an 
action-packed final ten minutes 
the hosts equalised with a well 
taken goal from distance. 


“We were a little bit disappoin¬ 
ted to draw the game and not 
finish off the result, but that’s the 
FA Cup for you,” said Chapman. 

“We were 1-0 up and quite com¬ 
fortable - the Thurrock midfield¬ 
er had scored with an absolutely 
fabulous strike and the game 
came to life after that. 


“They hit the post and should 
have gone 2-1 up, then we went up 
the other end and hit the post, and 
also hit the bar with the last strike 
of the game.” 

Hawks host Tonbridge Angels 
this Saturday and travel to high¬ 
flying Leiston on Tuesday. 

“Tonbridge have put a very 


good squad together - they may 
have had an indifferent start, but I 
would expect them to be there or 
thereabouts come the end of the 
year,” said Chapman. 

“I think both games will be 
hard. We need to get some points 
on the board. 

“It is early in the season and no 


one likes to be sitting where we 
currently are. 

“But we’re getting players back. 
[Ibrahima] Sonko played on Tues¬ 
day and came through it well; 
Jared Small came on and played 
15 minutes and was okay. 

“We’re hoping Craig Pope 
should be back and available for 
selection for Saturday. We are cre¬ 
ating a lot of chances. 

“We just need to be a bit more 
clinical in front of goal and if we 
can do that then we’ve got every 
chance of climbing the table.

“We only lost one of the last four 
games that was against Enfield on 
Bank Holiday Monday and that 
was a game we should have won. 

“The confidence is starting to 
build we’ve got people coming 
back in certain areas we need to 
be better in, and I’m sure we’ll 
start getting consistency in res¬ 
ults again.
